“In case the removal of any building or any 
tomb is necessary for the carrying out of min- 
ing operations or in case any damage is caused 
to any cultivated land asa result of such opera. 
tions, the Company shall pay a reasonable 
amount of indemnity to the owner of such

“The right of cutting lumber in the Amoor 
District, to be used as building material or as 
fuel, whether such lumber betongs to the 
Government or to individuals, shall be con- 
ceded to the Company on payment by the 
latter to the owners of a reasonable price.
